destroying 
that 


structure ami causing the destruc­ 


tion of fourteen freight cars, eleven 
of which were loaded with m er ch an ­ 
dise and three empty. 


T h e wrecked train was the west­ 
bound 
freight No. 125, which left 


the union depot last night at 12:45, 
being five minutes late, 
ddie crew 
consisted of Engineer W. A. Mc- 
Claren, 
Fireman

and 
C ond uctor 
George 
Barton. 
I he train consisted of twenty cars, 
mostly loailed,which were drawn by 
locomotive No. 956, a Rome mogul 
of the compound type. 
Lifteen minutes after 
the 
train 
left the depot, and when about an 
eighth of a mile east 
of the iron 
bridge which spans the Big Mu dd y, 
all of the drivers of the engine left 
tlie rails. 
Th e pony 
trucks stuck 
to the rails, as did the wheels of the 
engine’s tender and 
the first 
five 
cars. 
'Fhe cause of the drivers leaving 
the rails is not explainable. 
When 
the wheels left the rails a bolt-head 
had been knocked off, allowing the 
rads to spread apart at the point 
where they are joined 
At the time the tirivers left the
